Mexico’s 
Portillo 
lauds Israel

MEXICO CITY. — President Jose 
Lopez Portillo of Mexico spoke 
emotionally of peace, the people of 
Israel and the Jewish link to 
Jerusalem here on Friday and drew 
a resounding ovation from some 800 
government officials, businessmen, 
industrialists and leaders of the 
Jewish community. 

The occasion was a luncheon given 
1 for Portillo from the visiting Presi- 
! dent of Israel and Mrs. Ephraim 
K&tzir. 

Portillo abandoned a prepared 
text of his speech to say that as a 
professor of political science he had 
always told his students that the 
force of principle is what gives iden- 
tity to a people. 

“I said to recall the taking of 
Jerusalem by the Romans," Portillo 
noted. “It happened when the Jews 
refused to fight on Saturday, out of 
respect for principle. J erusalem fell, 
it’s true. But* more than 2,000 years 
later, tbe same Jews who respected 
the Sabbath are once again In 
Jerusalem." _ , . _ 

Earlier on Friday the President 
visited the Tarbut school, a 
bilingual Hebrew-Spanish institution 
run by the Jewish community here. 
He told tbe students that President 
Anwar Sadat’s visit to Israel “broke 
the ice" between Israel and the Arab 
states, and called Sadat a “good 
man" who genuinely wants peace. 

Kataa'r said that, though Sadat 
made proposals to which Israel can- 
not agree, the Egyptian leader’s 
visit had improved prospects for 
peace.

In a political bombshell topping his 
Jerusalem visit of last week, Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat yester- 
day announced that he Is inviting an 
Israeli representative to Cairo next 
weekend to take part in a 
preparatory Middle East peace con- 
ference. 

Sadat said that he was Inviting all 
parties to the conflict to hammer out 
a settlement so that a reconvened 
Geneva Middle East peace con- 
ference lasts for months rather than 
years. 

In an address to Egypt’s National 
Assembly, which often interrupted 
him with thunderous applause, 
Sadat said that he was sending word 
to UN Secretary-General Kart 
Waldheim as well as the two super- 
powers which co-chair Geneva, ad- 
vising them that Cairo would he 
ready to receive all parties to the 
Mideast conflict as of next Saturday. 

Sadat did not spell out his attitude 
towards the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, to whose presence at 
any peaee forum Israel objects. The 
Egyptians have earlier said that 
they planned to invite personalities 
from the West Bank and the Gasa 
Strip for consultation, although no 
Invitations had been received by last 
night. 

Acting Foreign Minister Butros 
Ghali, however, later told reporters 
that — - despite its hostility to Sadat’s 
Israel visit — the PLO will be getting 
an Invitation. The PLO central coun- 
cil in Damascus says it would con- 
vene on Wednesday to "evaluate the 
situation." 

Sadat’s desire to summon a 
preparatory peace conference In the 
presence of Israel was seen 
motivated by his determination to 
promote direct negotiations with 
Israel, to engage the parties In sub- 
stantive issues at an early date, and 
to undercut* the role of the two super- 
powers. 

Sadat said that although the Soviet 
Union was n o w -tt ha mploning-a. cam- 
paign against lils curias t moves, 
"We shall invite it so the Soviets will 
not say that we are keeping them 
out." But he added: "I must warn 
the Soviet Union" that it will make a 
grave mistake if it tries to meddle in 
regional affairs. 

"We will accept any formula that 
brings us peace based on justice, and 
in that case neither the Soviet Union 
nor anyone else can interfere to stop 
us.” he said. 

Judging by the situation prevailing 
last night, Sadat’s projected peace 
conference is seen unlikely to bring 
together parties other than Egypt, 
Israel, probably West Bankers, and 
UN and U.S. observers. Syria has 


already rejected the conference, 
while Jordan maintained silence 
amid pledges not to take sides as 
long as the region is divided into 
Egyptian and Syrian camps, 

Sadat appeared to be desperate for 
Saudi Arabia’s backing, which could 
have an impact on the attitude of 
both Syria and Jordan. Tbe Saudis 
have so far been passive towards the 
Egyptian leader's recent moves. 

Sadat yesterday defended his 
journey to Israel on the grounds that 
the Arab-Israeli conflict was em- 
barking on a “new, vicious circle in 
which we would be lost. 

"I thought of a way out and God 
knows how much I suffered while 
considering it," Sadat said. He 
stressed that he would still have 
made the trip even if that was the 
last task for him as a president. "I 
would still have gone and then 
tendered my resignation if I had to." 

Sadat reiterated his pledge that 
the 1973 war would be the last war, 
but noted that he made clear to 
Israel that unless it withdrew from 
all Arab lands captured in the 1967 
war. including Jerusalem, and 
recognized the ‘Tight” of the 
Palestinians to a state, there could 
be no just- peace. 

Sadat lashed out at his critics, es- 
pecially Syria, for denouncing his 
latest moves. He also blasted his 
Palestinian opponents for siding 
with Syria and reminded them that it 
was Syria, not Egypt, "which had 
fired at them (in the Lebanese civil 
war)." 

Sadat also reminded his critics 
that Egypt remains "the centre of 
gravity in the Arab world" and that 
Cairo was the key to war and peace 
in the region.

Israel has grounds for expec- 
ting that tbe Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation will not be In- 
vited to — or at any rate will not 
attend — the "Cairo 
Conference.” a high-level source 
indicated to The Jerusalem Post 
last night. For this reason the 
government was able last night 
to issue an unequivocally 
positive response to Egyptian 
President Sadat's call for the 
conference, announcing that as 
soon as the formal invitation 
arrived the cabinet would ap- 
point Its representatives. 

The announcement came after 
consultations at Premier Menahem 
Begin ’s home last night involving the 
Premier and several key ministers. 
The Premier will report to the full 
cabinet at its regular meeting today. 

It was not clear from Sadat’s 
speech, nor from subsequent 
statements In Cairo, whether Egypt 
intended to invite the PLO to the con- 
ference. Israeli officials said im- 
mediately that Israel’s objection to - 
the PLO’s presence at Geneva was 
equally valid for the proposed Cairo 
conference. 

But after the consultation at 
Begin’s home a high source clearly 
indicated that Israel was assuming 

— and had good grounds to assume 

— that the PLO problem would not 
be a bar to tbe Cairo meeting. 

This seemed to mean that Israel is 
expecting Egypt to invite West Bank 
leaders — several names have 
already been mentioned in reports 
from Cairo — and not the PLO

in the course of his address to the National Assembly yesterday.

Sadat concluded by saying: “This demonstrated tbe psychological 
barrier that 1 have spoken about." 


Egypt’s President: ‘We must not waste time’

President Sadat told the Egyptian 
National Assembly yesterday that 
he had instructed acting Foreign 
Minister Butros Ghali to "contact 
the UN, the two superpowers, and 
the parties to the conflict. Including 
Israel, to tell them that Cairo 
welcomes them as of next Saturday 
to prepare for the Geneva con- 
ference." 

Sadat made it clear that he bad 
decided on the move in the light of 
his visit to Israel last week. 

The Egyptian leader told the 
Assembly that his trip to Israel has 
produced two tangible results: 

■ "We agreed that all of us will con- 
centrate at the conference on 
seriously examining questions of 
substance and wifi not waste time in 
procedural wrangling," he said. 

“We also agreed that our starting 
point for the discussion of security at 
the conference will be far removed 
from the concept of annexation of 
territory and confined to the 
framework of ensuring security for 
all (parties) is just conditions,” he 
added. 

Other highlights of Sadat’s 
speech: 

• The Egyptian leader said that he 


had agreed with Israeli leaders that 
“there will be no more wars after the 
1973 October war." 

• He said that Egypt and Israel 
have also agreed to settle all con- 
flicts henceforth "around the 
(negotiating) table like civilised 
people," and that both would consult 
with their parliaments over issues 
separating Jhexn. 

• The Egyptian President accused 
the Soviet Union of leading a 
propaganda campaign against his 
visit to Israel, adding that Syria was 
toeing the Soviet line and urging 
Palestinians to follow suit. 

■ Sadat vowed to press forward 
with his quest for a peaceful settle- 
ment with Israel in spite of his 
critics, whom he charged with wag- 
ing their struggles from “radios, 
coffee shops and cabarets." 

• He nevertheless reiterated that 
he would neither conclude a separate 
settlement with Israel nor budge 
from his claims for an .Israel 
withdrawal from the territories and 
recognition of what be called the 
political rights of the Palestinian 
Arabs. 

• He said that the major achieve- 
ment of his visit had been the reduc- 
tion of psychological barriers and 


suspicions which had separated 
Israel and the Arabs for long, noting 
that those barriers had almost 
brought Egypt and Israel to the 
brink of a new war only 10 days 
before he arrived In Jerusalem. 

■ Sadat also proudly recounted how 
he told Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan of a trick he played on Israel 
before he launched the 1973 Tom 
Klppur war. 

He said that Dayan, then Defence 
Minister, had told him that on the 
morning of the day the Tom Kippur 
war erupted, Israel was convinced 
nothing would happen because emp- 
ty Egyptian ammunition trucks 
were moving to the Suez Canal zone. 

"We sent out ammunition to the 
Canal zone five months before the 
start of the war," Sadat told Dayan. 
"We stored it there knowing that 
trucks carrying ammunition can be 
monitored." 

Sadat indicated that he told the 
story to demonstrate the openness 
which characterized his talks in 
Israel — rather than to boast of his 
deceptive capability. He said he had 
gone out of his way to stress the 
sincerity of his peace pledges to 
Israeli leaders, saying he was “a 
man of morals." 


leadership, which is mainly based in 
Beirut and Damascus. Failing that, 
Israel expects that If the FLO is in- 
vited, it will decline to attend. One 
PLO official in Damascus indicated 
late last night that the PLO would 
not take part. 

During last week the Egyptian 
authorities deported several leading 
PLO officials stationed in Cairo 
because of their vociferous criticism 
of Sadat's visit to Jerusalem.

But one likely participant — and 
the man tipped to head the delega- 
tion if the conference is on civil ser- 
vant level — is EUahu Ben-EIlasar, 
the Director-General of the 
Premier's Office and a close confi- 
dant of Premier Begin. Both Ben- 
Efissar and Evron formed. ties with 
key Sadat aides before and during 
the President's visit here last week. 

Other names being mentioned In 
Jerusalem last night as possible 
members of the Israeli negotiating 
team included-Mordechoi Gazit, Am- 
bassador to France and a former 
director-general of the Premier’s Of- 
fice, who is considered a tough 
negotiator and expert draughtsman, 
and Moshe Sasson. head of the 
Foreign Ministry's research depart- 
ment, who is an Arabist and an ex-, 
perienced diplomat 
A top aide to the Prime Minister 
would not say last night whether 
Begin had known in advance that 
Sadat would propose a conference In 
Cairo. Other highly placed sources 
Indicated that he had not. 

While Sadat named next Saturday 
as the kick-off date for the con- 
ference, officials here asserted last 
night that Egypt knew full well — 
from the experience of arranging 
Sadat's visit here — that Israel did 
not transact official business on the 
sabbath. Hence the conference (if it 
does get off the ground) is likely to 
begin in practice early next week. 

The official government statement 
Issued last night noted that Sadat’s 
demands for total Israeli withdrawal 
and for a Palestinian state clashed 
with Israel's position on these issues 
— a position supported by more than 
100 Members of the Knesset. 

Israel's position, the statement 
added, would continue to be the basis 
of its negotiating stance with all of 
its neighbours. However, “as agreed 
between Egypt and Israel, the 
negotiations will be held without 
preconditions." the statement end- 
ed. 

The U.S. Ambassador, Samuel 
Lewis, last night handed Premier 
Begin a message from President 
Garter, Israel Radio reported. Thera 
was no disclosure as to the oonteula 
of tbe message. 

West Bank mayors call 
for anti-Egypt action 

Pro-PLO mayors from several 
West Bank towns yesterday called oq 
the Arab states to form a united front 
against Egypt's peace initiatives, 
Israel Radio reported last night. 

The call came at a press con- 
ference held near Ramallah for 
foreign correspondents. The mayors 
of Hebron and Tulkarm reportedly 
did not participate.

TEL AVIV. — Coalition and opposi- 
tion leaders were yesterday united in 
welcoming Egyptian President 
Sadat's invitation to a Cairo pre- 
Geneva conference. But their dissent 
over the policies Israel ought to 
follow is expected to intensify as the 
Knesset and the political party 
forums discuss the matter. 

Some Labour — and coalition DMC 
— leaders called for a reassessment 
of Israeli policy. But Likud coalition 
leaders rejected such pressures, 
saying they would weaken Israel's 
hand in the nerve-racking, prolonged 
give-and-take of negotiations. 

Labour’s chairman Shimon Peres 
said last night that Cairo and 
Jerusalem are no worse places to 
negotiate peace than Geneva. He dTd 
not openly say he would welcome as 
little superpower involvement as 
possible in these negotiations, but he 
did say it was preferable to conduct 
the negotiations inside the Middle 
East among the people of the area in 
order to reach full peace." 

Peres also said that Israel should 
not present prior conditions for its 
participation as long as the Egyp- 
tians do not declare that the FLO will 
attend the conference. 

Former prime minister Yitzhak 
Rabin also urged Israeli participa- 
tion in the planned Cairo conference, 
on the assumption that the PLO does 
not attend it. 

The former prime minister said he 
expected the Soviet Union to stay 
away because Syria will do so. That 
will give the U.S. an unusual oppor- 
tunity to help Sadat's initiative to get 
Egypt.

Deputy Prime Minister Yigael 
Yadin, whose party — the DMC — is 
ready for territorial compromises 
with Jordan, Egypt and Syria, said 
an Friday night that Israel must get 
ready for "the hour of truth.

Peres said Israel should suggest a 
territorial compromise or a func- 
tional arrangement in the West Bank 
when It goes to Cairo. He said 
territorial compromise in Judea and 
Samaria is emotionally difficult for 
both Jews and Arabs, so a political 
arrangement of a federal nature 
may be preferable, he said. 

The Arabs should be offered a 
choice between the two, he added. 

Peres also said that Israel must 
present a peace plan In Cairo but will 
not have to outline its proposals for 
the future of the Golan Heights if the 
Syrians boycott the conference. 

Haim Bar-Lev, the former Labour 
Party minister of Commerce and In- 
dustry. followed a similar line. "We 
must be ready for compromises 
functional and territorial to the line 
where our security will be 
dangered.” be said. 

Bar-Lev. who had been chief of 
staff, said that no military expert 
would deny the importance of 
territory for a country's defence, 
even In the missile age. London was 
practically demolished during World 
War □ but no Germans occupied 
England, he noted. However, he add- 
ed, there were various degrees of 
controlling territory, including leas- 
ing it. 

For the coalition, health minister 
Ellezer Shostak told The Jerusalem 
Post he was certain an agreement 
would be reached if the parties real- 
ly wanted it But there was no need 
to pressure the government from 
within, weakening Its bargaining 
position vis a vis the Arabs, he 
argued. 

MK Yehuda Ben-Meir of the NRP 
said the strong-liners had been 
proven right so far. "They/' he said, 
referring to the doves in the Align- 
ment “never brought Sadat here." 

This is a sign “one must not get 
frightened and run to make con- 
cessions.

Aviv stock decline seen 
i temporary phenomenon 


dead in street 

EILAT (Itim). — Bustenai "Buri" •, 
Saha, a local nightclub owner whose 
name bad been mentioned to connec- 
tion with criminal activities to cen- 
tral Israel, died yesterday in 
hospital here — from shots allegedly 
fired by a close friend in the 
presence of a policeman. 

The alleged, assailant, also 45, wqs 
arrested and waa being questioned 
over the weekend. 

Strong forces of police and Border 
Police patrolled the streets of EQat 
on Friday night for fear of violent 
reprisals following the 45-year-old 
‘Busi’s" death. The town's normally 
lively streets were empty. 

“Bind,” who was nicknamed the 
’King of Sha’arayim" (a Rehovot 
neighbourhood) in his youth, had not 
been "to trouble” since he came to 
Eilat to 1957. Police said he died on 
the operating table after being hit 
with five 9 millimetre bullets — four 
to the right leg and one in the ohest. 

They said a police patrol saw the 
alleged assailant pump a full 
magazine of bullets at "Busi" at the 
corner of Eilat's Sderot Elliot and 
Sderot Hatmartm, outside the all- 
night Drug Store bar. The police 
patrol had been alerted after receiv- 
ing a report that two bullets had been 
fired near the Drug Store corner dur- 
ing the night. 

Friends of Busi'a told Itim that 
while Bitting at the Drug Store bar in 
the early hours of Friday morning an 
Englishman who works at Bust’s 
Blue Fish nightclub tod walked Into 
the bar with a bloody face and com- 
plained that a certain Hahlouf 
Afongir had beaten him up. 

Busi left the bar for a short while 
and two shots were heard before he 
returned, Itlm's informant a aid. 
Police, who also heard of the shots, 
said they were told these were fired 
from a passing white oar. 

(When police brought Busi to 
hospital they found that Afanglr had 
been brought to the hospital a few 
hours earlier with a bullet wound to 
his back.) 

According to the Informant, when 
the nightclub owner returned to the 
Drug Store, his friend, the suspected 
murderer, started a loud quarrel 
with Busi. Friends managed to 
separate the two but the suspect left 
the bar — as did Busi and Ids friends 
a short while later — only to return 
with the Berotta pistol with which he 
allegedly shot Busi on the street- 
comer, while the latter was talking 
to friends. 

The alleged assailant was over- 
come by Bust's brother and a 
member of the police patrol which 
was at the scene. 

Police said that eyewitnesses 
refused to give statements about the 
quarrel and shooting - apparently 
tor fear of reprisals. 

An hour after Busi died a 
girlfriend of his who had worked to 
the Drug Store was brought to the 
Yoseftal Hospital after she had 
■lashed her wrists. 

Friends of the family and the dead 
man called a press oonference 
r yesterday to which they said they

‘Carter’s heart in right place,’ 
says his Jewish assistant

"Israel has many friends in toe 
White House," asserts Mark Sie gel. 
an assistant to the U.S. President 
who is Carter's political liaison of- 
ficer to the Jewish community. 
“Someday soon,” he adds, "people 
will realize that Jimmy Carter Is one 
of them." ' 

Siegel, completing his first trip to 
Israel, conceded on Friday in 
Jerusalem that Carter has. "to some 
extent, had problems with supiwt 
from American Jews. Many ere dis- 
appointed with Wm since he took of- 
fe." 

But. adds the presidential assis- 
tant, Carter's heart is “to the right 
place and he fervently believes in a 
strong Israel. ...The disappointment 
comes from Carter's desire to find a 
comprehensive Middle East settle- 
ment, to deal with troublesome 
issues that no one wants to talk 
about." 

The 81-year-old Siegel, who was 
bom to Orthodox Jewish parents in 
Brooklyn, New York, is viewed as 
“toe address" for complaints about 
Administration policy on Israel. The 
days immediately following the U.8.- 
Sovlot communique on the Middle 
Bast were “the worst, the hardest 
in his life, he said. Angry Jewish 
leaden oallod him, accusing him of 
disloyalty to his people for working 
with a President whose policy, they 
said, was deleterious to Israel. 

Last month's communique did not 
“introduce toe Russians into the 
Middle Bast," Siegel maintained, 
"because the Russians were already 
to and serve as co-chairmen of toe 
Geneva Conference." Issuing the 
joint statement was not a mistake of 
-.BPliAZr accordi ng to Siegel,, but did, 
bra fc^r Wticany. ■

Dollar weakens 
on world market

The U.S. dollar on Friday came 
under strong pressure with toe result 
that toe West German mark and the 
Swiss franc established new highs in 
relation to the American currency. 

In New York, at the close of 
trading, toe mark was quoted at DM 
2.2175 and toe franc at SFR 2.1575 to 
the dollar. 

A major part of toe weakness ita 
■the American currency may be traced 
to ■ the" anticipation that thie 
week's trade figures for October will 
continue to be disappointing. 

In sharp contrast, Japan has revis- 
ed its estimate of its trade surplus 
for the year ending in March 1978 -- 
from $6. 5b. to $10b. Earlier last week 
the Japanese yen had weakened as a 
result of government action to curb 
speculation and impose restrictions. 
However, as the week closed the yen 
bad established a price of 289 to the 
dollar.

“They value their 
relationship and became very 
close,!' Siegel maintains. . 

Siegel's rise to power and respon- 
sibility was nearly as meteoric as 
that of Jimmy Carter’*. The boy 
from Hast Flatbuah got Ws BA. at 
Brooklyn College, his M.A. and 
Fh.D. at Northwestern Univerrtty 
new Chicago, and worked to the 
short-lived presidential campaigned 
Hubert Humphrey after joining toe 
senator's staff to 1971 as a con- 
gressional fellowship 
then-chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee, Robert 
Strauss, asked Siegel to be in charge 
of party reform, and in 1974, ho was 
named executive director of the 
committee. 

In the late months of 1978 and early 
part of 1974, he toured America witn 
Carter. Siegel helped Carter get 
eleoted by putting pro-Cartor elec- 
tors on state ballots and keeping his 
opponents off a* many ballots as 
possible. Siegel also helped plan 
campaign strategy. 

In his current job, Siegel main- 
tains contacts with the Jewish com- 
munity, prepares the Presidents 
weekly Jewish news summary 
(which Includes cuttings from 
Amerloan-Jewlsh papers and The 
Jerusalem Poet) and is regarded, 
along with domestic-policy chief 
Stuart Etoenstaf, as one of the chief 

House aides. He Sees Carter, about 
two br toree timtara week. 

Siegel was accompanied by his 
wife Judy on his just-completed to- 
day swing through Israel. Officially, 
he came with a delegation of U.S. 
congressmen led by House Majority 
Leader Jim Wright. He spent two 
days in Cairo when Sadat was plan- 
ning Wa historic visit, and stayed at 
toe King David Hotel in Jerusalem 
during toe hectic two days after 
Sadat's arrival.

The fourth suspect, Wahaba, had 
been found only a few months ago 
near a place where Baranes and 
Meslka were arrested for alleged il- 
licit possession of firearms, police 
added.

SALISBURY. — BIsho 
Muzorewa, a black nationalist 


leader with massive popular sup- 
port, yesterday accepted Prime 
.Minister Ian Smith's invitation to 
negotiate a one-man. one-vote ma- 
jority rule settlement — even If this 
leaves the Anglo- American initiative 
on Rhodesia by the wayside. 

' The acceptance by Muzorewa, 
president of the United African 
National Council (UANC). means all 
three .black leaders Smith invited 
have agreed to a constitutional con- 
ference aimed at bringing majority 
rule to this land of 268,000 whites and 
6.1 million blacks. 

The other two are the Rev. 
N’dabaningi Si thole and tribal chief 
Jeremiah Chirau. 

The Smith proposal has already 
been rejected by the remaining 
group — the Patriotic Front of 
Joshua Nkomo and Robert Mugabe, 
which has been conducting a 
guerrilla war from neighbouring 
countries for the past five years. 
U.S. ambassador to the UN Andrew 
Young said on Friday that he feared 
an “escalation of violence" by the 
Front if they were excluded from the 
Smith plan for majority rule: _ 

"In a way, Ur. Smith has 
capitulated and succumbed to our 
demand for a transfer of power on 
the basis of universal adult suf- 
frage;” Muzorewa told some 300 sup- 
porters meeting yesterday at a 
soccer stadium In a black township 
of Salisbury. 

“We say tine, Mr. Smith. Let us 
talk." 


Muzorewa expressed the belief 
that Smith is sincere when he says he 
will agree to adult suffrage, 
providing safeguards for minorities 
are incorporated Into a settlement. 

“We are going to teat him out,** the 
bishop said. “We have told him very 
strongly and clearly we are not in- 
terested in talks about talks." 

Muzorewa said Smith has told Mm 
he wants a settlement designed to re- 
tain the confidence of whites so that 
they don't flee. "We take that re- 
quest very seriously," he said. The 
bishop said he expects Smith will 
request a special parliamentary 
blocking mechanism for whites. He 
said he is willing to discuss it but 
would not disclose what stand he will 
take. Sithole, another black 
nadoRallst invited to the talks, has In 
the past rejected the prospect of a 
blocking mechanism for whites. 

Sithole, who is touring the U.S. but 
will return to Rhodesia for Smith’s 
talks, said on Friday that the talks 
will not mean an immediate end to 

the fighting. 

“The guerrillas won't take Smith 
at his word. 11 he told reporters in Los 
Angeles. “They will go on fighting 
until one-man, one-vote has been im- 
plemented. Once this is done we are 
quite confident the war will end." 

Muzorewa meanwhile called on 
Britain to organize the promised 
conference, but “if the British dither 
and delay, then we shall know we 
can go ahead without them," he 
declared. 

He also said he wants ail black 
parties, including his rivals In the 


militant Patriotic Front, to take 
part. “But we are not going to wait 
for anybody who may not be in- 
terested." 

Smith, when be made his call on 
Thursday for a constitutional con- 
ference with Rhodesia-based black 
parties, said it did not mean he had 
totally discarded the Anglo- 
American initiative aimed at a 
settlement that would include thd 
• Patriotic Front. 

But he said the British and 
American governments, whose 
proposals regarding the post- 
majority rule armed forces have 
been turned down by Rhodesia, 
would have to alter their thi nking If 
they still planned to be involved. 

Muzorewa said he reserves the 
right to pul] out of the talks, which he 
said would start "as soon as 
possible, " if it emerges that Smith is 
unwilling to agree to all citizens 18 
and older having the -vote. 

He also voiced the intention to de- 
mand that the government allow 
guerrillas "safe return" and the 
right to join the free army of “the 
political hierarchy" If they wish. 

President Carter is meanwhile 
“studying with Interest" Smith’s 
proposal to move toward majority 
rule, the White House press 
secretary said on Thursday. 

- “We have no immediate reaction, 
but we will be studying it with in- 
terest,” Jody Powell said of Smith’s 
statement. Powell commented to 
reporters at Camp David, where 
Outer was spending the Thanksgiv- 
ing holiday. (UFI, Reuter)

IRA creating 
‘fire havoc’ 
during strike 


LONDON. — The outlawed Irish 
Republican Army, stepping up its 
campaign to create fire havoc dur- 
ing Britain’s national fire-fighters' 
strike, has unleashed a new "triple- 
threat" incendiary bomb in 
Northern Ireland. 

The strike. In its 13th day yester- 
day, showed no signs of ending. The 
36,000 firemen stood firm on their de- 
mand for a 30 per cent pay increase 
with the government offering an 
anti-inflation maximum of 10 per 
cent. Some 10,000 fire-fighters, their 
wives, children and friends, march- 
ed through central London yesterday 
chanting “more pay." 

Despite mobilization of 14,000 
troops, the government has 
acknowledged 22 deaths in the UK 
resulting from fires since the strike 
started. While Friday was qnlet over 
most of the country, in downtown 
Belfast masked IRA gmunen planted 
two home-made devices in adjacent 
premises — a record shop and a ear 
sho w room. The blasts ripped apart 
the ground floors of the buildings, 
spread deadly anti-personnel 
shrapnel over a wide area and touch- 
ed off conflagrations, but there were 
no casualties. 

Police said the devices were a 
refinement In the IRA’s campaign to 
wreck commercial life In the city 
during the fire-fighters’ walkout. 


South African tells UN body 
of ‘another murdered patriot’ 


UNITED NATIONS (API . — The UN 
observer for a banned South African 
political movement charged here on 
Friday that "South African security 
police have murdered yet 
another... patriot" held under the 
terrorism act. 

“He is Samuel Britz and was at 
one time chairman of the 
• Krugersdorp, Transvaal, branch of 
the Pan Africanist Congress," said 
David Sibeko, representing that 
organization here. 

He made the charge in an open 
letter to Leslie Harriman of Nigeria, 
chairman of the UN Special Com- 
mittee against Apartheid. He urged 
the committee to call on all UN 
members to protest to South Africa. 

Meanwhile, medical experts 


testifying on Friday at the Inquest in 
Pretoria of black activist Steve Blko, 
who died in police detention, differed 
on whether his brain Injuries were 
caused by one or more blows. 

Evidence at the end of the second 
week of the inquest to find if any per- 
son was resp onsible for Bike’s death 
was given by Prof. Johann Loubser, 
state pathologist, and Prof. Neville 
Proctor, head of the department of 
anatomical pathology at the Univer- 
sity of the Witwatersrand in 
Johannesburg. 

Loubser said Biko’s five brain 
lesions could have been caused by 
one or more blows. Proctor said the 
Injuries to the Black Consciousness 
Movement leader were caused by 
more than one blow. 


VIENNA (AP). — International 
transport workers say they plan 
direct action to fight terrorism, 
possibly Including boycotts of coun- 
tries which aid terrorists. 

Officials of the Intern ational 
Transport Federation (ITF) and the 
Public iTranaport Workers (OETV) 
met the press on Friday after dis- 
cussing anti-terrorist measures In a 
preliminary conference. 

“We have had enough resolutions, 
□ow we need some a ction ,” said BUI 
Gill, chairman of ZTF*s aviation 
department, fifls department will 
deal with the proposals at a meeting 
e arly In December. 

ITF president Fritz Prechtl said 
the federation not only had to con- 
sider the well-being of the 
employees, hut also the safety of 
passengers on ships, trains and air- 
craft. 

Prechtl said ITV planned its fight 
on different levels. If direct contacts 
with governments failed, boycotts 
will be directed against airports and 
states. 

All airports should have the same 
security standards and security 
measures should be observed con- 
stantly, the officials said. , 

In another measure against hi- 
jackers, the Japanese Diet (parlia- 
ment) on Friday approved a bin for 
stiffer penalties against hijackers 
and others who endanger aircraft 
The law will go Into effect on 
January 19. 

‘ Highlights of the new law are: Per- 
son or persons who take passengers 
or plane crews as hostages will be 
imprisoned for no less than 10 years, 
with possibility of a life sentence. 
Those wbo endanger aircraft by 
bringing aboard firearms, swords or 
explosives will be subject to im- 
prisonment of two years or more. 


ROME.. — An international hearing 
on human rights ' was- told here 
yesterday that there are an es- 
timated 10,000 political prisoners in 
Bulgaria and that Czechoslovaks 
live with “an everyday presence of 
fear.” 

The statements were made in 
evidence to jurists preriding over the 
Second International Sakharov 
Hearings, a Copenhagen-based com- 
mittee set up in the name of Soviet 
Nobel prize-winner Andrei Sakharov 
to examine alleged human rights 
violations in Eastern Europe^ The 
hearings are being held jn the form 
of a public trial. 

Former Bulgarian. air force officer 
Lyudmil Miaev, who escaped to 
Austria In 1976 after being jailed for. 
’holding incorrect notions about 
Western ideology," said he believed 
there were 10,000 political prisoners 
in Ms country. 


Some of them had been held for up 
to 20 years, and solitary confinement 
for periods of six years was coifa- 
mon, he said. 

Czechoslovak playwright and 
author Ivan Binar. a signatory to the 
"Charter 77" human rights 
manifesto, said : “It la extremely dif- 
ficult to convey the milieu of fear 
which penetrates locked doors into 
the private homes of people, into 
their very brains.

KHARTOUM (Reuter). — Sudanese 
President Jaaiar Numeiri, who last 
year crushed an attempt to 
overthrow him, has been discussing 
the future of his country with the 
man who has admitted mastermin- 
ding the abortive coup. 

. He to opposition leader and former 
Prime Minister S&dlk al-Mahdi who 
recently returned to the Sudan after 
several years to exile. 

He says that if the talks succeed, 

< there to a prospect ot .a .political pSCt 
being signed next month that would 
end years of strife between govern- 
ment and opposition. 

The Oxford-educated Sadik al- 
Mahdi who was premier to 1965-87 to 
a great-grandson of the Mahdl, a 
religious and national leader who led 
a rebellion against British rule in 
Sudan last century. 

General Numelrl’a seizure of 
power to 1969 opened a rift that per- 
sisted for eight years. During that 
time the ex-Premier was either In 
jail In Sudan or to exile. For his part 
in organising the 2976 abortive coup, 
from outside Sudan, he was sentenc- 
ed to death in his absence. 

But last August President Numeiri 
pardoned him under an amnesty and 
this paved the way for his return to 
Sudan to September. He had been 
living in London. 

Mahdi told Reuter the agreement 
he is at present negotiating is aimed 
at a broad-based and liberalised one- 
party government. 

He said it would include the main 
streams of opinion within Sudan but 
would avoid a repetition of the inter- 
party bickering which led to two 
military coups since Sudan became 
Independent in 1956. 

The bearded leader, who wears 
traditional Sudanese robes and has a 
considerable following in the coun- 
try, is living to a large house with 
gardens close to the Nile, near Khar- 
toum. while the negotiations con- 
tinue. 

After bis many years in exile, he 
now says that “there is the convic- 
tion to all the parties that coercion 
and violence are no way to make 
politics in Sudan.” 

“Violence is too risky and involves 
too much potential for foreign In- 
terference,” he added, to an ap- 
parent allusion to reports that the 
.coup attempt was backed by Libya. 

He said Sudan is “too vast and 
heterogeneous to to be monolithic" 
but “we do not want to return to a 
multiplicity of parties.” 

“We want one political organisa- 
tion which would be freely elected 
incoorporate almost all aspects 



Following is the text of O'. 8. Am- 
\ baasador Andrew To imp’s address 
delivered in the Z7AT General 
Assembly on Thursday: 

“We are meeting to discuss the 
situation in the Middle East at a 
■crucial and perhaps pivotal time to 
the history of that region. A 
remarkable event to the political life 
of the Middle Bast has just occurred. 
We are all acutely aware that the 
politics of the area will never be the 
■same as they were before Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat visited 
Israel. 

“President Sadat came In peace, 
was welcomed in peace by Prime 
Minister Begin and the Israeli peo- 
ple. By that simple yet dramatic act, 
the prospects for a just and durable 
peace have been significantly ad- 
vanced if all concerned have the vi- 
sion and the will to recognise and 
.build upon the psychological 
transformation it has made possible. 
My government urges all of the par- 
ties to maintain the new momentum 
to wards peace. 

! “We to the United States have long 
been convinced that the peoples of 
the Middle East would like to put the 
past behind them and to live 
peacefully together in the context of 
a just and agreed solution to their 
political' differences. President 
; Sadat's journey for peace and the 
wholehearted — yes, even emotional 
— responses of the Israeli and. 
Egyptian nations have emphatically 
confirmed that judgment. 

■ “It to Important, however, to 
recognize that this was not Just an 
isolated act of political vision, 
without a solid base to the recent 
past or significance for a future that 
to both desirable and attainable. 
President Sadat's visit was unex- 
pected and unprecedented, but it 
was a logical extension of the solemn 
undertaking of the Arab states and 
Israel to the wake of the 1973 war 
that they would engage — im- 


‘ mediately, we should recall — to 
negotiations aimed at implementa- 
tion of Security Council Resolution 
242 . With their acceptance of Securi- 
ty Council Resolution 838, the Arab 
states and Israel agreed that they 
would seek to resolve their 
differences through discussion, com-' 
promise and mutual accommoda- 
.tion. 

“The decision to 1973 to engage to 
negotiations between the parties 
marked a major turning point to the 
Arab -Israeli dispute.- The first 
Geneva conference convened under 
the compulsion of effecting a 
military disengagement in a situa- 
tion which threatened an imminent 
resumption of hostilities. While two 
subsequent disengagement 
agreements were effected, serious 
negotiation of the overall peace en- 
visaged in Resa2ution.2£2 has yet to . 

begin to earnest. 

“Since this assembly discussed 
.this issue one year ago, the Middle 
East has been an arena of intense 
diplomatic activity aimed at a single 
and simple goal — the resumption of 
direct negotiations between tie par- 
ties in order to achieve a comprehen- 
sive peace. While the setting of the 
goal — a Geneva conference by the 
end of the year — was easy, achieve- 
ment of that goal has proved elusive. 
AH of the parties are agreed that 
.the key substantive questions to be 
addressed were the nature of peace, 
Israeli withdrawal, agreement on 
final borders, and arrangements to 
make those borders secure; and the 
Palestinian question, for which 
representatives of the Palestinian 
people as well as of the governments 
concerned must be Included in the 
negotiating process. 

“Procedural problems remain to 
be resolved, but let us remember 
that procedural arrangements do not 
in themselves determine the out- 
come of negotiations — only the 
negotiations themselves produce 
agreements. I repeat that the 


momentum of the past week must 
not be allowed to slip away. Let us 
capture the mood of change. Let us 
bund on hope and good will. Xf we do 
so, fundamental, serious and uncon- 
ditional negotiations could begin in 
the very near future. 

“What do the events of the past 
weekend mean for us here to New 
Fork? President Sadat has remind- 
ed us that many of the obstacles to 
peace in the Middle East are psy- 
chological. Both President Sadat and 
Prime Minister Begin have 
demonstrated the peed to shed the 
bonds of the past if we are to avoid 
repeating the mistakes which have 
led to so much suffering and 
violence. 

“We believe that this General 
Assembly can contribute to the 
process of peace as it deals with the 
r emaining Items relating to the M3d- 
dfe East to be brought up for discus- 
sion this year. But we should 
measure our performance by a new 
standard. If some of those who are so 
directly involved can discuss their 
differences in reasoned tones to an 
effort to make progress, ought not 
the rest of us declare a moratorium 
on the extreme rhetoric of the past 
which breeds hatred and violence? If 
we genuinely want to support the 
search for a just and durable peace 
to the Middle East, can we afford to 
repeat the practice of passing 
resolutions to score pyrrhlc victories 
regardless of their ultimate effect — 
resolutions that seek to prejudge 
issues which can only be resolved 
through negotiations between the 
parties, all the parties concerned? 

“We have seen a demonstration of 
rare vision which has caught the Im- 
agination of the world. 
Psychologically, peace seems closer 
to our grasp. If we demonstrate 
similar courage and readiness to 
break with the rituals and taboos of 
the past, we believe the United 
Nations can make the contribution 
the world expects of it.”

If agreement is reached, to the 
current talks, it could clear the way 
for leading politicians formerly in 
opposition, like Mahdi and former 
Finance Minister Sharif Husaeto al- 
Hifldi, to take part .in elections to the 
National Assembly next February. 

Mahdi said that in his discussions 
with the government an agreement 
has been reached off some points but 
other points remain unresolved. 

Alluding to President Numeiri ’a 
position as an Army General, he said 
he agreed "on the need for a role for 
the army to the politics of the coun- 
try." 

He also agreed on priority for 
economic development aimed at 
social justice. “The remaining 
points are differences of degree,” 
Mahdi said. They included the extent 
to which there will be civil rights, 
and democratization, and "the con- 
firmation of a voluntary and free 
political system." But he added; "I 
believe the possibility of reaching 
final agreement on such points is 
there." 

The ex-Premier said he disagreed 
with some government policies but 
would not criticise them publicly. 

“We wfl] review them privately, 
then outline the faults and mistakes, 
we will confirm what Is positive and 
build on it.” 

On foreign policy. Mahdi favours 
good relations with Sudan’s 
neighbours to the northwest and 
east, Libya and Ethiopia. 

He welcomed the government 's re- 
cent decision to reopen diplomatic 
relations with Libya which were 
broken after last year's coup and 
hoped for widespread cooperation 
with Sudan's oil -rich neighbours. 

Mahdi said ties with Ethiopia’s 
Marxist Dergue (government) were 
difficult to develop. He added that it 
was imperative to improve relations 
with Ethiopia but at the same time 
he did not advocate cutting off 
Sudanese help to separatist In- 
surgents trying to turn the Ethiopian 
province of Eritrea into an indepen- 
dent nation. 


BEIRUT (Reuter). — Israel is now 
regarded as an active political force 
inside Lebanon. This, according to 
Informed opinion here krone of the 
most significant developments since 
the country emerged bitterly divided 
from a protracted rivQ war a year 
ago this month. 

"For the first time to the history of 
the Middle East, Israel is now an ac- 
tive political force inside an Arab 
country,” according to Majid Abu 
Sharrar of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation. Abu Sharrar, FLO In- 
formation chief and a leader of 
Fatah, the biggest terrorist group, 
told Reuter: “Arriving at any kind of 
solution in the south needs Israeli ap- 
proval.” 

The most obvious evidence of 
Israeli involvement is in the rolling 
hills of southern Lebanon, where a 
small army of Palestinian terrorists 
. and their Lebanese leftist allies have

isolated in enclaves strung along the 
border. i 

Israel has openly declared its com- 
mitment to defending the 
beleaguered Christian minority to 
the area from its civil war enemies. 

Tn the past year Israel has stepped 
up its support for the Christian 
militias. It has built roads leading to 
their strongholds imd has establish- 
• ed six fortified positions for its own 
troops inside Lebanon. 

According to the Lebanese Left, 
Israel is now attempting to dictate 
the Implementation of a peace plan 
worked out by Lebanese, Palestinian 
1 and Syrian leaders last July. 

The scheme provides for a limited 
withdrawal of the warring forces 
from the south and their replace- 
ment by units of the rebuilt Lebanese 
army. 

Dr. Samir Sabbagh, vice-president 
of the independent Nasserite move- 
ment, said Israel has demanded that 
its officers should enter Lebanon to 
supervise a Palestinian pull-back 
much greater than that envisaged by - 
the July accord. 

Sabbagh, whose party militia 
played a crucial role for the leftists 
in the war, said Israel had stipulated 
that the terroris ts must evacuate the 
entire area south at the Litani River

Chamoun added: “As long as they 
remain here with their armies there 
can be no progress towards national 
reconciliation." * 

* Another important factor to the 
Lebanese equation is Syria, whose 
forces ended the civil war and now 
. dominate the 30,00 0-atrong Arab 
Deterrent Force (ADF) which 
supervises the truce In most of 
■ Lebanon. 

Beirut newspapers have reported 
growing Syrian pressure on the 
Palestinians to cany out the July 
peace plan and Palestinian officials 
have privately expressed anxiety 
about what they see as a swing to 
Syrian opinion away from the PLO. 

Abn Sharrar said national recon-, 
dilation required an end to the 
“Israeli-Cbristian alliance,” and 
“balanced Syrian relations with the 
two parties to Lebanon.” 

He declined to elaborate, but Dr. 
Sabbagh claimed the Haronltes had 
accepted Syrian intervention after 
assurances from Damascus that it 
would exercise control over the 
Pales tinians . 

If and when the conflict in the war-> 
torn south is resolved, attention will * 
focus on rebuilding a viable 
Lebanese state from the divided

Christians' plan for a confederacy 
incorporating two main provinces 
has emerged as a likely solution. 

Chamoun said he envisaged each 
province having Its own govern- 
ment, army and control over its 
finances, but united in a stogie state 
through political and economic ties. 

The Left has condemned this 
proposal as an attempt to create a 
Christian homeland along the Lines 
of the founding of Israel. 

Both sides agree, however, that 
the war destroyed the delicate 
mechanism to which government to 
Lebanon represented a fine balance 
between Christian and Moslem.

RAMAT HA SHARON. — Israel’s No. 

1 tennis player, Yair Wertheimer, 
achieved a memorable double 
triumph here over the weekend. On 
Friday he led Tel Aviv Maccabi to a 
3-0 victory over Tel Aviv Hapoel in 
the State Cup final, and less than 24 
hours later he took the IL7.000 first 
prize by defeating Shlomo Glickstein 
In the last tournament of the 1977 
Grand Prix circuit. Both events were 
played at the Israel Tennis Centre 
here in balmy weather. 

Second-ranking Glickstein came 
within 3 points of pulling off this dou- 
ble crown himself. After playing No. 

2 racquet to Wertheimer in Mac- 
cabi’s surprisingly easy victory over 
old rival Tel Aviv Hapoel, Glickstein 
was beaten 6-4, 1-6, 7-6 by bis club- 
mate in the Grand Prix event, losing 
5-3 in the “sudden death” tie-break. 

Twenty -two-year-old Wertheimer 
and Glickstein, 20, went into the final 
of the sixth tournament of Israel’s 
first prize-money tennis competition 
with two wins each to their credit, so 
everything bung on the outcome of 
yesterday’s match. The two close 
friends were engaged in a 100 -minute 
struggle of changing fortunes, with 
both players concentrating on serve- 
and-volley tennis and long rallies 
regrettably few and far between. 
Umpire was Jackie Saul. 

The country's top 32 players par-

The winner collected 
IL2.500 and Levin DU. ,000, with third- 
placed Hava Corlat earning IL700 
and No. 4 Taj Harduf about half that

Cricket stars win High Court case 


LONDON (AP). — The cricket stars 
under contract to Australian im- 
presario Kerry Packer won a victory 
Friday in the London High Court, 
where a judge ruled that a decision 
to ban them from Test and English 
county championship matches was 
void. 

Judge Christopher Slade said the 
ban, imposed by tbe Test and County 
Cricket Board (TCCB), was “an un- 
reasonable restraint of trade.” 

The judge’s ruling came as the two 
opening matches of Packer's tourna- 
ment, involving 44 of tbe world's 
leading players, were being played 
in Australia. 

It apparently meant that the 
players will be free to take part as 
usual in Test matches and tbe 
English championship next year. 

The court ruling was a crushing 
defeat for the TCCB. the official rul- 
ing body of cricket, which has been 
fighting Packer’s bid to run unof- 
ficial Test matches of his own. After 
most of the top players in the English 
championship, plus tbe whole of the 
Australian Test team, had signed up 
for Packer, the board declared they 


would be banned from all official 
cricket unless they left the Packer 
circus by October 1. 

Judge Slade said the board, by im- 
posing such a ban, was inducing the 
players to break their contracts with 
Packer. But he accepted that 
members of the board did not realize 
they were legally doing wrong. 

The judge said that to pass 
retroactive legislation to deprive a 
professional cricketer of the oppor- 
tunity of making his living was a 
serious and unjust Step. He added he 
did not think the players who signed 
contracts with Packer deserved such 
sanctions. 

“Tbe public will be deprived of a 
great deal of pleasure if it Is to be 
deprived of the opportunity of 
watching these talented cricketers 
play In those many official Test 
matches which do not clash with Mr. 
Packer's World Series matches,” 
the Judge said. 

He added that to stop them playing 
in the English county championship 
would be an even more serious 
deprivation. 

The suit, seeking to overturn the 


ban announced by the board, was fil- 
ed by Packer's organization and 
three of hi s stars — former England 
captain Tony Greig. England fast 
bowler John Snow, and South 
African Moke Procter, who plays for 
Gloucestershire in the English 
championship. 

The case lasted 31 days in the High 
Court. The Judge, reading from 2 00 
pages of notes, took most of the day 
to give his decision. 

The judge sympathised with the 
view of cricket authorities that 
Packer’s activities threatened es- 
tablished cricket He said there was 
much force in their contention that 
Packer's World Series was 
“parasitic." 

The judge commented: "It is 
creaming off from conventional 
first-class cricket the star players 
whom it has itself trained and 
prepared for stardom, with a view to 
exploiting their talents for commer- 
cial profit.” 

But he regarded Australia as the 
only Test-playing country whose 
cricket finances were immediately 
threatened by Packer’s series.

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Sadat’s momentum 


THE MOST IMPORTANT element in President Sadat's 
speech to the Egyptian National Assembly yesterday is that of 
timing: invitations marking the beginning of the negotiation 
process agreed upon in Jerusalem last week have been issued 
for this coming Saturday; and the time frame for the achieve- 
ment of an agreement, in Mr. Sadat's view, has been formulated 
in terms of months. 

Sadat's speech was preceded by his extension of invitations to 
local Palestinian leaders to come to Cairo as a preliminary to 
finding a solution to the question of Palestinian representation 
in the talks. The Egyptian President has thus moved to 
transform the explosive Palestine issue from the procedural 
question of representation — . an issue which threatened to 
torpedo the convening of the Geneva talks — to the substantive 
question, which Is admittedly more difficult but hopefully 
amenable to postponement to a later stage in the talks. 

In the past, Israel has periodically contemplated the need to 
develop a local Palestinian leadership from the territories as an 
alternative to the intransigent PLO with whom no Israeli 
government would have any truck. These attempts produced no 
results, partly because they were half-hearted at best, but 
largely because local Palestinian leaders were inti mi dated by 
PLO threats and feared being stigmatized as traitors to the 
Arab cause. 

Now Mr. Sadat has embarked on a similar course which one 
may hope will prove more successful, largely because he, as a 
pragmatic Arab head of state may be expected to differentiate 
between the possibility of an Arab-lsrael accommodation on a 
solution of the Palestinian problem as opposed to the im- 
possibility of agreement on a solution of the PLO problem. 

For Israel, the timetable inherent in President Sadat's 
speech, which echoes Foreign Minister Dayan's remarks 
earlier lest week, will require that the entire political communi- 
ty — indeed the entire nation — buckle down to a realistic 
reassessment of attitudes to the problem of the territories. The 
debate on the fate of the territories, which has wracked Israel 
for the past ten years has, for all its vehemence, been largely 
hypothetical, because there was a national consensus spanning 
most hawks and doves to the effect that "there is no one to talk 
to on the other side.” 

Now that President Sadat has succeeded in persuading many 
adherents of this consensus that there is indeed someone to talk 
to. the issue can no longer be avoided, nor can it be considered 
any longer in hypothetical and ideological terms. 

A number of political figures have already begun to address 
themselves publicly to this Issue, some of them reiterating their 
well-known traditional stands, others professing a need for an 
open-minded reassessment in the light of the new reality. 

Prime Minister Begin has stood out glaringly so far in his 
silence. One can empathize with the soul-searching in which Mr. 
Begin must be engaged in attempting to reconcile hla well- 
known ideological views, his ultimate responsibility for the fate 
of Israel at this stage, and his hopes for leading the nation — and 
with President Sadat, the region — into an era of peace. 

The temptation to slip back into old ways of thinking and talk- 
ing is ever present. One such slip was evinced at last week’s 
joint press conference when Mr. Sadat felt constrained to resort 
to the "our land is sacred" jargon, to which Mr. Begin replied in 
kind. Continuing to succumb to such temptations would be 
tragic. 

One would fervently hope that Mr. Begin will now seek to 
assert his position as a national — rather than a party — leader 
in forging a new, broadly based national consensus in reading 
and reacting to the new political reality, with its still very pre- 
sent dangers but with its new hopes for a better future.' 


POSTSCRIPTS! 


THE LETTER-HEAD describes the 
writer as "Privy Counsellor of 
H.I.H. the Crown Prince, Empire of 
Ethiopia." living in Benidorm in the 
Spanish province of Alicante. The 
signatory. Count D.ennis Sugar, has a 
suggestion to submit regarding the 
Geneva Conference. 

"While all the likely participants 
— Israelis. Arabs, Europeans and 
Americans — have their moral and 
spiritual roots in the Old and New 
Testaments," he writes, "nobody 
has advanced the idea of first solving 
the moral, spiritual and religious 
differences. This would be the basis 
for a solution of the political 
problems. 

"I therefore suggest that the 
'Geneva' Conference should take 
place In Jerusalem.... Restoring the 
natural role of Jerusalem — the 
spiritual, moral and religious capital 
of the non-Aslan world — the 
delegates ... inspired by the at- 
mosphere of the city, would interpret 
the mandates of their governments 
according to the spirit of Jerusalem^ 

"Miracles have always happened 
in Jerusalem. This will be yet 
another." 

Of course, we do not know what ad- 
vice the Privy Counsellor gave the 
Crown Prince of Ethiopia. But we 
appreciate his belief in the virtues of 
Jerusalem. 


Using pneumatic drills, German 
foraging parties recently ripped up 
hundreds of yards of rock at a fossil- 
rich area in Scotland. They then used 
power saws to cut off prize 
specimens, probably the fossil sea 
scorpions for which the site is 
famous. 

The identity of the collectors was 
not hard to spot. They left behind 
them, the report notes, empty beer 
and lours t tins, German newspapers 
and a dated envelope. But they broke 
no British law, since geological 
specimens are not afforded the 
protection given to works of art or 
archaeological sites. 

The "looters" in Scotland are 
believed to be collectors who trade in 
fossils, fine specimens of which fetch 
big money. Fossil horses have fetch- 
ed as much as 11*270,000 each and 
fossil bats about IL27.000. 

Norway is complaining about the 
same problem and its Ministry of 
Environment has now accepted 
responsibility for guarding fossil 
sites. 


WE OFFER our readers the follow- 
ing story to sweeten the pill of higher 
bus fares. 

In a letter entitled: "Thanks to 
Egged," the writer tells us that on 
the morning of October 81, she and 
her husband boarded the direct bus 
from Ahuza In Haifa to Tel Aviv. 
Just outside Haifa, her husband 
suddenly felt unwell and then 
fainted. 

"All the passengers were concern- 
ed and were eager to help. 

"The driver, without saying a 
word, turned the bus round and 
drove straight to the Ramham 
Hospital where my husband was 
given prompt treatment.

full-fledged talks 
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The Egyptian President in his speech 
yesterday reiterated the Arabs’ 
basic demands, which are irrecon- 
cilable with Israel’s stated position, 
writes Yosef Goell. But in the new at- 


mosphere created by Sadat’* daring 
initiative, these may be seen as star- 
ting points in the first stage of the 
Arab-Israeli talks, which wfil not 
necessarily be held in Geneva. 


THE SADAT Spectacular of last 
week raised such millennial hopes of 
peace around the corner that it has 
proved to be a hard act to follow or to 
emulate. Thus the Egyptian 
President's speech yesterday, which 
was awaited with bated breath, 
proved to be a business-like first 
operative step for the implementa- 
tion of the Sadat-Begin promise of a 
continuation of the talks begun In 
Jerusalem between the two leaders. 

If there has been any surprise, it is 
in the forced pace for which Sadat is 
calling. Foreign Minister Dayan's 
talk on TV of the need for Israel's 
political community to apply itself in 
earnest to a reassessment of 
traditional positions would seem to 
indicate, however, that the pace that 
Mr. Sadat Is setting has been agreed 
upon with Begin and Dayan. 


In the five days between President 
Sadat's return to Egypt and his 
speech some of the unknowns which 
underlay the risk he took in striking 
out on his initiative have begun to be 
replaced with signs which bode well 
for prospects of its fruition into full- 
fledged talks on a solution to the 
Arab-lsrael dispute. 

Perhaps most important for Sadat 
has been the impressive internal 
support In Egypt for his policy and 
appreciation for his bold leadership. 
One must always keep in mind that 
Egypt continues to be an 
authoritarian political system .with 
its regime ultimately based on the 
sufferance of the military. Sadat has 
apparently succeeded in ensuring 
the support of the army command. 
Equally impressive has been the 
joyful popular support which was so 
impressively evinced on his 
triumphal return to Cairo last Mon- 
day night. True, popular 
demonstrations of support, or of 
anger, can be switched on and off 
with the flick of the official switch in 
such regimes. But not so the 
magnitude and the spirit which 
seems to have animated popular 
Egyptian reactions. 

Of equal importance is the nature 
of the emerging lines of division in 


the Arab’ world on the Issue of 
Sadat's breaking the three-decade- 
old taboo on dealing directly with 
Israel. At the beginning only Sudan 
went on record wholeheartedly sup- 
porting Sadat. During the week Jor- 
dan seemed to be Inching closer' to 
the Sadat approach and away from 
the close connection which it had so 
assiduously developed with Syria 
over the previous two years.. 

Saudi Arabia, the paymaster of the 
Arab world, whose position was still 
reluctant at the beginning of the 
week seems to have decided to give 
Sadat a chance. 

Opposition has centred mainly 
around Libya,' Algeria and Iraq. 
Syria, the third confrontation state, 
has registered its vociferous disap- 
proval, too. But a closer reading of 
the manner of Syria's objections, 
and the identity of those who have 
given It voice — President Assad has 
stood out by his near-silence — 
would seem to' Indicate that even 
Syria is still leaving its options open. 


Be that as it may, by the week’s 
end it would seem that Sadat's gam- 
ble was beginning to pay off with 
Israel's whole-hearted cooperation 
having been assured. 

The term "Geneva" has figured so 
centrally In the talks In Jerusalem 
and in Sadat's speech yesterday that 
it has In effect become a code word 
that needs elucidation. Xt is impor- 
tant to stress that In its new use by 
Egypt and fay Israel. Geneva refers 
to a concept of negotiations rather 
than to a geographic location or a 
given component of participants. 
The Geneva Sadat and Begin have 
been speaking of is. based cm the con- 
cept of direct talks between the ma- 
jor protagonists in the dispute ; if any 
major achievements are made they 
will be made not in the geographic 
Geneva, perhaps in the absence of 
the Syrians.' and certainly in the 
absence of the PLO. The Soviets, 
hopefully, are to be frozen out of the 
operative stages of the negotiations. ‘ 
The developments of the past week 
would seem to have reaffirmed the 
view that Sadat hah all along been 


the primary actor, in addition to 
Israel, to insist oh direct talks. Hie 
groundbreaking Initiative In coming 
to Jerusalem can now be seen as be- 
ing largely a result of his opposition 
to the possibility of Soviet meddling 
in the operative part' of talks with 
Israel and to hla exasperation with 
the latest tack In American policy 
which was insistent on Inviting such 
Soviet meddling and was giving 
every indication of becoming mired 
in the procedural question of FIX), 
representation. It was becoming 
clear to Sadat that this American 
emphasis would in all likelihood lead 
to the non -convening of Geneva or to 
its breakdown in the first session. 

Exasperation does not necessarily 
mean a desire to keep the Americans 
out: Egypt — and Israel — have 
become too dependent on the UJ3. to 
permit that, for all the brave talk of 
restoring the task of finding a solu- 
tion to the Arab-lsrael dispute back 
to the hands of the protagonists 
themselves. 

Sadat, in his speech yesterday, 
reiterated the' basic Arab demands 
which, in the atmosphere prevailing 
until last week's visit, would have 
made the Egyptian and Israeli 
positions totally irreconcilable. In 
the new atmosphere which has been 
created by Sadat's initiative, these, 
and the counter-positions enunciated 
just as clearly by Begin, may be seen 
as starting points which are only 
natural in the first stage of talks 
aimed at ending one of the most Im- 
pacted national disputes of the post- 
world War n world. 


Looking ahead one may easily 
prophesy the development -of 
deadlocks between the parties to the 
talks which could evoke the spectre 
of their total breakdown. It is at such 
a point that the good offices of the 
U.S. will lit all likelihood .be -called, 
upon. Zn preparation, for such a 
development It is all the more in- 
cumbent on Israel that in the process 
of reassessing her policy in regard to 
the fate of the' West Bank the need 
for American support for Israel’s 
position be kept very much in mind.
